Washington, July 22— At midnight 
last night the known casualty list in! 
Washington's race war totaled ten j 
including two deaths, and two men 
probably dying, while unconfirmed 
police reports placed the noaijter at 
a much greater figure. 

Of the dead one was a city detec- 
tive, shot through the breast by a 
negro girl, who was firing indiacrim- 
inatingly from the upper story of het 
hous^. 

A negro Kirl, 17 years old, aslo was 
shot, but not fatally. In another part 
of the city a black, firing from a gar- 
age door, kept a provost guard of 
soldiers, sailors and marines at bay 
for several minutes, but finally was 
shot down. 

Many clashes occurred between 
whites and blacks on street cars. One 
negro attacked on the back end of a 
car, fired into the crowd following 
the car and wounded four persons, 
but finally was stopped by a city de- 
sent 7 bullets into the negro's body, 
seven bulletf; into the negro's body. 
Each of the four white men was qnly 
slightly wounded. 

The fighting at midnight had re- 
solved largely to fighting between 
small groups, and in one of iheae en- 
counters a marine was reported to 
have been killed. • 

The rioting broke out in retaliation 
for recent attacks by blacks on white 
women.

With guarrls , 
on his bar to protect the knives and 
Kive them an object against which 
they could cut he had solved the probj 
leiii. The velocity of the knives was 
readily obtained through cox gear- j 
ings on the drive wheels. 

His inventioa Triamphs. 

The young inventor worked long 
hour^ for while at the mower he did 
Qther jobs that came to his shop. He 
snbwed his cutter to several farmers 
and, with the same experience of 
other inventors was assured that 
grass could not be cut except by, in 
some way, imitating the sweep of the 
old hand scythe. He, however, was 
not in tlie least dissuaded and in less 
than ten days he had rigged up a 
rustic-looking contrivance that was 
heavy enough to require the service 
of three horses to draw it through the 
hay field. There was a great many 
farmers to witness the first test of 
the mower, which, to everybody's de- 
light and the inventor's satisfaction 
went off like a tried and proven tool 
and the trial was not ended until the 
whole field of grass had been cut. 

It was Mr. Entriken's intention to 
give the device to the farmers, not 
realizing that he had made a machine 
almost as important to agriculturist- 
as was the cotton gin to the Southern 
planters. He consequently did not 
take out any letters for patent and 
in a chort time it bad been seised up- 
on by nil the mantifactarers of agri- 
culture implements. The real inven- 
tor soon found himself unable to 
cope with the manufacturers with

Iceland's story Is really the story of 
the Viklnp, says Cliristinn Science 
Monitor. In a minor degree it is as- 
sociated with the mission of the Celt 
and AnRlo-Saxon in the early diffu- 
sion of ChristiariKy. In 1S!)0 the Ice- 
landers actually celebrated the thou- 
sandth anniver.<«ry of the landing of 
the first Obristians. 

One is apt to picture the Viking as 
a sen-rover making his warship fast 
to that of his enemy while the shouts 
of tile virtor rise high above the dash 
and clang of spear and battleux upon 
shield and helmet. But war was not 
really his occupation nor was the sea 
hia home. He only turned to the sea 
for plunder and recreation when he 
wearied of the pasioral life. If he 
was a man of wealth and Influence, to 
the old Morse country, he was certain 
to possaas many thralls or retainers, 
to own a great ball and possibly a 
temple. Id the center of the hall 
would be a row of fires, and against 
the wall the high seat or plac" of 
honor, its great pillars carved and 
crowned with Imaues of Thor, Odin 
and FrlKKa. The Vikim; himself would 
be raaKriillcciii ly attired, his garments 
bound with plates of Rold, and his 
sword, "Kirc-of-the-Sea-KIng," In a 
Jeweled scabbard by bis side. On bis 
neck 'would doubtless be a collar of 
engraved f|eld; while bis flowing cloak 
would be edged witb gold.

Han's coming be- 
gan, it may be said, with a woman's 
whim, and a Vlkln);'s vow. Is It not all 
told in "The Story of Harald Halr- 
falr," and by Snorri In "Heimskrln- 
gla?" How Harald sent his messen- 
gers to Oyda, daughter of Krlc, King 
-of Hordaland, with tbe request that 
• abe beeoae U* wife. How to them 

- the rvUed that abe would not, for tbe 

- taking to bolband of a king who bad 
no more realm to role over than a few 
folk, did not appeal to the propd prin- 
cess. How Harald swore that he would 
not cut his hair nor comb It until he 
^ad grotten to himself all Norway, 
"with the scat thereof and the dues." 
How after years of strenuous effort 
and warfare be brought all Norway 
under a sway that was to be feated 
wherever tbe Norse tongne waa 
spoken. How he solemnly bathed and 
cut his hair, held a feast, and wedded 
the exacting bot now triumphant 
Gyda, queen oC tbe world within ber 
ken. 

That was ten centuries ago, when 
Harald introduced to Norway that 
c-entrallzatlon and consolidation of 
power which was to make of hlra a 
tyrant and a blight upon the ambitions 
of tbe nobles who felt the weight of 
his sway. Tbe freemen resisted as 
long as they cotild. Beaten again and 
again in fight, many of them with- 
drew from the land of their birth, pre- 
ferring exile with their accustomed 
liberties to a vassalape which was an 
outrage to the free-born.

Thus began tbe incursions and ex- 
cursions Of the Vikings. The fair- 
haired warriors of the North spread 
themselves over many lands, even in 
far-off Byzantium.

Keykjavik, tbe "smoking Oteek," 
now tbe principal town, was recog- 
nized from tbe earliest times as an 
unfortunate location for a settlement 
and a capital. The original cdbmy 
was settled here by Ingolfr Arnarson, 
a high-born Jarl'of Norway, who left 
his native land In the cnnipany of his 
foster-brother, Hjorleifr, ten years 
after the descent of Floki upon its 
shores. 

Within 60 years from the coming 
of lugoifr. the population of tbe island 
Is said to have numbered over 60,000,

Kindly and Hospitable. 
From this virile race, which scorned 
to licnd the knee to Harald, the mod- 
ern Icelanders are descended. They 
are Iclndly and hospitable to the 
straqger witbin tbeir borders, while 
their homes 'are simple and quaint. 
Some are old dwelUng places of turf 
and stone with an Inclosed mowiuK 
patch, the she^ folds, the byre and 
a small garden for vegetables. The 
spoken tongue of Iceland Is no longer 
heard in the Norse valleys, but In the 
arctic isolation of their Island home 
the Icelanders have retained it in 
its ancient parity; and aacas and tra- 
ditions of tbe remote past are as 
familiar as honsehold words to tbe in- 
babitaota. 

The government, down to the grant- 
ing of autonomy, had at Its head a 
minister, appointed by the king of 
Denmark, resident at Reykjavik, and 
responsible to the althing, or the 
parliament of the colony, for all acts 
concerning Iceland. Tbe altblng con- 
sisted of 86' members, of whom SO 
were elected by tbe people and six by 
tbe crovrn. It waa elected every two 
years, and was divided into two cham- 
bers, of which tbe upper was composed 
of sir elected and sir appointed mem- 
bers, while the lower consisted of 24 
elected members. The king of Den- j 
mark had the nominal right of 'veto. 

In 1911 suffrage was extended to < 
women and servants, and tbe right is 
now possessed by all competent ad- 
olta. Tbe revenne of tbe country is , 
derived almost entirely from customs. ' 
Elementary education is well provided 
for, and the number of illiterates is 
remarkably small.

Treves Imd a bishop at a very early 
date. Four gi-ent saints of the fourth 
century are connected with tlie city. 
It was the scene of the first banish- 
ment of St. Athanasius; St. Ambrose 
was bom th^; St. Jerome first be- 
-came sorlously interested in religion 
while studying there, and St. Martin of 
Toura went there In 385 to plead with 
the tyrant Maxinius for the lives of the 
heretic I'risclUian and bis followers. 
"The great bishop. St. Nicetlus, built a 
.splendid castle for himself at Treves 
in the sixth century. The see became 
an archbishopric soon after the begin- 
ning of the ninth century and Its tem- 
poral power was founded in 898, when 
IBadbod acquired the rights of the 
counts of Treves. Throughout the 
middle ages the city abounded in re- 
ilglOu.s foundations and was a 'great 
seat lof monastic learning. 

Changed Hands Many Times. 

With the transfer of the I'ranklsh 
capital to Melz began a long era of 
changes for Treves. The city passed 
to Lorraine In 84.'{ and to the east 
Frnnklsh klngdoinln STO. It w#sack- 
ed by the Northmen in 881 .after It had 
become a permanent part of what is 
now Prussia. It became a free city 
toward the close of th? sixteenth cen- 
tury. T!ie French Iiri.l it brictly three 
times iu tlie seveii'ciuih century and 



Of the tenth century, and the Faust 
and Gutenberg Bible of I4.'i0. 

The manufacturing interests of the 
city include tanneries, iron foundries, 
dye work.s, furniture and piano fac- 
tories and glass painting works. An 
extensive trade in wine, fruit and wood 
was carried on l>efore the war. There 
are many lead, copper and tin mines in 
the Tldnity.

Taxis and Other Motor 

Vehicles Must Pay Tax 



Taxlcalis, Jitney buses and other 
passenger .■niioinniiiics operated fof 
hire are subject to special .government 
taxes under regulation^ Issued by the 
International revenue bureau inters 
prettng the provisions of the revenue 
a<'t. An automobile with a seating ca- 
pacity of from three to seven is taxed 
.S1(» a year, and buses capable of car- 
rying more than seven are taxed .$20. 
Two passenger cars are exempt. The 
regulations provide tliat "bus lines, au- 
toniotiile stages and Jitneys operating 
over regular routes" and cars operated 
by sightseeing companies are liable 
to the tax. The tax iti assessed against 
the car and not the owner,, so that if 
a man sells a car he may not transfer 
the tax to another ear. This tax be- 
came effective January 1.

The hilt and 
icabbard of the sword were mounted 
irith gold, enriched with a mosaic of 
{arnets and other precious stones held 
n gold clolsons. Gold ornaments in 
he form of bees, and having the wings 
tutlined with an Inlay of garnets set 
n gold, and also a small votive object 
n the form of a bull's head with the 
tolar disk on the forehead, recalling 
dycenean examples, formed part of 
lie treasure, and on the ring beolng 
he king's name was engraved the head 
)f a man with the long, straight hair 
vom by the Merovingians, and with 
he gold torque or collar round his 
leck. Perhaps this was meant for a 
representation, as near as might be, of 
3hilderic. 

This rare treasure, after changing
